ers' union were notified by the pack- 
ers that in the future only the em- 
ployes, and not union officials, would 
be dealt with. 


The agreement under which Feder 


al Judge Samuel Alschuler acted as 
arbitrator in disputes between pack- 
ers 
and 
union employes 
expired 


Thursday and in its place the "Amer 
ican shop representation plan" was 
established. 


Workers Voted for It 


The packers announced that more 


than 90 per cent of their 75,000 em- 
ployes m the country have voted in 
favor of the plan 
In all the large 


packing concerns the companies have 
formed their employes into organiza- 
tions, representatives of which treat 
with companv officials in matters of 
working conditions and wages 


The packers that have thrown their 


companies into open shops are- 


Armour and Co . Swift and com 


pany, Wilson and company, and the 
Cudahy Packing companv.

No Readjustments New

when the puff is pulled out of his 
pocket and laid on the desk 
He al- 


ways gives the alibi that it belongs to 
bis girl " 


The powder puff is considered a 


weapon by criminals in that it adds 
to the daintiness of the man making 
folks think he is not a crook, Sheriff 
Taylor explained.

of persons were rendered homeless 
Thursday by a fire which swept part 
of the bungalow section of Rockaway 
Beach. Seven small summer hotels 
were destroyed 
One body was re 


ported found in the ruins 
A number 


of concessionary stands and bunga- 
lows were burned 
Loss was esti 


mated at more than $1,000,000 


The fire is believed to have started 


in Brophy's hotel 
The flames spread 


rapidly, sweeping over an 
area of 


three blocks 


After the blaze was believed to have 


been brought under control by fire 
men from Brooklyn and surrounding 
towns, it broke out afresh, fanned 
by a strong wind 


Aroused by police, scores of men. 


women and children fled from their 
flimsy summer cottages in the path 
of the flames 


The summer hotels burned were 


Brophy. Bemling, Murphv. VanDusen. 
Krauss, Seidenberg, and Power. The 
American Music hall and the Crown 
baths were also consumed 


Firemen discovered a bmlly charred 


corpse in the rums between Seiden 
berg's and Power's hotels 
Isadore 


Lissner. 70, a guest at Seidenberg's. 
was reported missing. 
Fire commissioner Drennan person- 


ally directed the firemen. 


The flames could be seen for miles.

Cosfi Rica. (:ua- 
temala. and Nicaragua have issued invita- 
tions for a reception, in the Fan American 
Union building. President and Mrs. Har- 
dinsr. cabinet officials, statesmen, diplo- 
mats, and society in general are expected 
to be present in iionor of the occasion. 


In view of the interest in celebrating 


this centenary witJiin the boundaries of 
the respective nations as well as at 'Wash- 
ington, it may be timely to dance back in- 
ir> the pases bi history.

spoon mustard. 1 tablespoon ginger, 
12 green peppers.

There is nothing to 
injure the finest fabrics. 
The water 


is tested by means of liquid soap. If 
the suds remains for five minutes. 
the water is soft. If we put liquid soap 
in the water as It comes 
from the 


well, there will be no suds at all. 


"We use ivory soap flakes 
end 


make our own liquid soap by adding 
water to 
the flakes and heating it. 


The clothes are put into our washers 
which 
are capable of 'washing one 


hundred pounds at one time. If we 
run at full capacity we can wash 
two tons 3. day. The ordinary drying 
is done by means of centrifugal mo- 
tion, in a rotary machine. 


"Pillows and such things as mat- 


tresses are put into the sterilizer and 
are 
cleaned without 
removing the 


feathers or the stuffing. 


Much 
of the family 
washing 
is 


done the "rough dry" way, that is, 
the clothes are starched and dried al- 
ready 
for^the housewife to dampen 


and iron. 


One significant 
feature about the 


laundry business 
is that customers 


are from all classes of people. Maids 
refuse to do washing in the homes, 
so most of the wealthy class sends its 
washings to the laundry 
while the 


middle class has learned that the pub- 
lic laundry Is more satisfactory than 
having it done In the home by women. 


"Cotton 
fibres 
grow 
stronger 


through washing and bleaching, con- 
trary to the general belief," said Mr. 
Lazar. Many times threads are torn 
through 
somo 
mechanical 
means 


which is revealed 
after the article- 


has gone through the laundry. Oc- 
casionally a cut is found in a table- 
cloth which is traced directly to some- 
one tracing the pattern, in an absent 
minded moment. 


One of the most interesting phases 


of the laundry work 
is the ironing.
